From Egbert the firſt Saxo» Monarch, to Ethelred the laſt Saxon 
King, by Right of Blood, for the ſpace of two huridred and ſixteen 
Years, we read not of many Elections : and where we do meet them, 
they are bound and limited by Proximity of Blood, or Nomination 
of the Succeſſor by the Predecetlor : And where the word Ele&ion, or 
any thing in that Senſe is uſed, it ſignifies only a Recognition and Sub- 
miſſion. 

The Saxon Expreſſion concerning, Succeſſion and the Succeſſor is al- 
ways the ſame. FENG to RICE, variouſly turned by Tranſlators, 

Regnum capeſſit in the Saxon Chronology, which renders it verbatim ; 
by others, Succeſſit, eleftus eft, &c. He took Poſleſſion of the Kingdom, 
He ſucceeded, He was choſen, &c. 

The Daniſh Kings ſtayed not long here after Swaxe had conquered 
the Kingdom ; they all four reigned not much above twenty five 
Years, their beſt Title was the Sword : notwithſtanding, they either 
brought hither the Cuſtom of the Predeceſſor naming or giving the 
Kingdom to his Succeſlor, as yur it might have been practiſed in 
their own Kingdoms ; or uſed it as they found it here practiſed by the 
Saxon Kings. 

The Saxons were very weary of the Daniſh Government, and with- 
out doubt, very forward to let up a King of their own Nation ; yet 
the Donation of Zarde-Cnute was as great a ſtep for Edward the Confeſ- 
ſor to the Throne, as the Power and Policy of Earl Godwin and Livingus 
the Biſhop of Worceſter.

Here we ſee Rufus claimed as Teſtamentary Heir, and by reaſon of 
that Claim was advanced to the Throne, by the Aſſiſtance o p—_ 
and the Biſhops Faftion, who then ſwayed the People, and ruled by 
the help of an Army ever after. Whoever rightly conſiders this ſtory, 
cannot call it an Election.

by Maurice Biſhop of Loxdon, he gave great Liberties to the Church and ** **

ved, with ſuch Amendments as his Father had amended them. And fur- 
ther fays [4] that very many great Men ſent for Duke Robert over, and 4 Ibid. lin.zy, 
promiſed him the Crown and Kingdom: and coming, they did ſome of 
them adhere to him, and [e] others, diſſembling their Kindneſs and e Ibid. lin.qr, 
Aﬀection, ſtayed with King Wi/tam until they had an opportunity of 
ſhewing it. But the Biſhops, the Common Soldiers and Eng/i/þ ſtuck 
cloſe to King. Hnry ; by whoſe means he raiſed a very great Army, 
and were ready to fight for him ; when they came to an Agreement 
by the Mediation of the wiſe Men of both Parties.

deceſſors ; forthwith ſome of the Great Men began to ſwear as he 
dilated to them, which officious Benevolence was pertormed to none be- 
fore he was declared King; ſuch hope he had given from his Childhood 
of an excellent Diſpoſition:theretore he was Crowned King on the fifth 
of the Ides of Aprz/, that Year his Father died, and was called Zenrj 
the Fifth.

Savile, in his Epiſtle to Queen Elizabeth, before his Edition of 
the old Engliſh Writers atter Bede, Polyoras (faith he) ut homo 7ta/us, 
& in rebus noſtris hoſpes (& quod caput eſt) neque in Republica werſatus, 
Bec magni alioqut vel judicii, vel ingentt, pauca ex multis delibans, & fat- 
fa plerumque pro veris amplexus, Fiſtoriam nobis reliquit cum-catera men: 
Aoſam tum exiliter ſane & jejune conſcriptam. Polydor, as he was an 
Italian, and a Stranger in our Aftairs, and, which was the chief matter, 
not underſtanding our Government and Laws, nor otherwiſe of great 
Wit or Judgment, chulſing a tew things out of many, and oft-times ta- 
king falſe things for true, hath lett us a very faz/ty Hiſtory, ſrghtly 
and pitifully written.

Immediately upon the Diſſolution and Deceaſe of Elizabeth, late Queen of

What can be clearer than that the Succeſfon to the Crown of England 
was always thought, judged, had, taken and reputed to be from Next- 
xeſs of Blood, by the Opinion of all ſober Men, by Lawand Cuſtom, by 
this, and other 4s of Parliament, and Szatutes before cited. 

This then being the true Hiſtory and Caſe of Succeſſion tothe Crown 
of England, and its being only founded upon Proximity of Blood, the 
Author of the Brief Hiſtory of Succeſſion, &&c. ought to have called it 
An Hiſtory of Uſurpations, Seditions and Rebellions. It was written and 
intended for a purpoſe he will not own; that 1s, to ſhew, that /z he 
Engliſh Monarchy there is not Right of Succeſſion ; but that Parliaments 
or Armies may ſet up whom they pleaſe. 

This, I confeſs, hath been practiſed in this Nation ; and it was the 
main” Cauſe of the War. between the Families of Tork and Lancaſter ; 
that proceeding from the Right of the one Party, and Poſſc/ion of the 
other, and the Cenfrarieties of Acts of Parliament was cauſed by the 
Alternate Vittories of both.
